Tome Full of Memories, Old and New

North Bend, Neb, — Families come 
and go, leaving iniprints on their homes 
from one generation to the next, 

An example js an 83-year-old house 
on U.S, Highway 30 a mile east of this 
rural community. 

Two families have owned this house 
<—-fie Autens, who built it in 1902, and 


the Wambergs, who have lived in it. 


since 1978, 


Memories of 1907, 


The late Samueél® Palen and his wife, 
Ida, built the two-story, gable-front- -and- 
wing frame house and lived in it for 
nine years. RA BEES “af 

Their granddaughter, Mae Auten Sig- 
ler, 80, of Omaha, remembers visiting 
there as a 3-yea r-old in 1907, 

“T always slept upstairs when | vis- 
ited Grandma and Grandpa," she said, 
“On cold winter mornings, | would rush 
downstairs to get dressed in front of the 
base-burmer stove in the dining room.’ 

The screened front porch was where 
she played with her toys on rainy days. 

“Grandpa liked having a porch on the 
southeast comer of the house because it 
didn't get the hot afternoon sun, It kept 
out the flies and mosquitoes when we'd 
sit out there on summer evenings.” 

A picket fence around the entire 
house kept the chickens away, she said. 

In 1911, the Autens built a house in 
North Bend- and_their_soncCharles,-and 
his bride’ Mary took over the farm 
house, 

Mary Auten lived there more than six 
decades — with her husband for nearly 
40 years until his death, and 23 years 
after that. Today, at 96, she liyes in 
Lincoln, 

“Charlle and | moved into the house 
on Dec, 12, 1911, the day we were mar- 
ried,” Mrs. Auten said. 

They did not have electricity or in- 
door plumbing. Water was puped 
from a well. Kerosene lamps were used 
for lighting. 

“I bumed corm cobs, coal and wood 
from the trees in back of the house to 
cook on the stove in the kitchen," Mrs. 
Auten said, ‘‘Charlie’s mother had used 
a washing machine on the front porch, 
but we washed outdoors in the sum- 
mer.” 

Their bedroom was on the second 
floor on the west side of the house, 
Daughter Carol was born in the spare 
bedroom on the first floor,

In 1923, the Autens installed elec- 
tricity and indoor plumbing and raised 
the foundation, 

“Since the ground was so saturated 


every spring, we decided it was better | 


to ralse the house than dig a deep 
basement,” Mrs, Auten said, 
An upstairs gtlest bedroom and 


sewing room became the new indoor | { 


bathroom, she sald, 

Through the years, large ‘maple 
trees, planted jn 1875, shaded the home 
inthe summer, 

“The trees always kept the house 
windstorin that blew some of 
branches down,” 

After her husband died in 1950, Mrs. 
Auten continued to live in the house 
until 1973. 

‘Before Charlie died, | wouldn't have 
dreamed of staying there overnight 
alone," she said. ‘But after he died, it 
didn't bother me a bit.

The Wambergs use a wood-burning 
stove in the living room for heating, in 
addition to a propane gas furnace, A 
portable television sits in the door of 


the old coal chute next to the outdoor

An antique bookcase; china cabinet 
and icebox complement a stained-glass 
window that has been in the living room 
since the house was built, 

Long vertical windows open from the 
top and bottom and still provide good 
ventilation in the summer, Mrs, Wam- 
berg said, 

“We rarely use the air conditioning. 
We love to sit out on the front porch in 
the evenings.” 

Spring floods along the Platte still 
occur, : 
“In the spring of 1978, we had water 
all around the house,"’ Wamberg said.

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W. W. Hall recelved quite an ova- 
tion from the Sons of Veterans while 
at the state meeting of the G. A. R., 
W.R.C.and S. of V. last week. It 
was aceldentally discovered that Mr. 
| Ilall is the oldest son of a veteran in 
| the state of Nebraska In fact some 
-of the visiting delegates found it 
hard to believe that Mr. Hall who is 
himself past 86 years old, and himself 
/ saw service in the clvil war, could lay 
jclaim to being the son of a civil 
‘war veteran at all. but when assured 
‘upon this point, they insisted tbat he 
jbe present at their section of the 
meeting and address the “boys.” Mr. 
Hall confined his talk chiefly to his 
father. He told them his father en- 
listed in the 125th MIlinois regiment 
in September, 1862. Hle was made 
color sergeant of the reziment by his 
colonel, and eighteen days after he 
left the home camp he carried the 
flag of the regiment into the Perrys- 
ville tight in Kentucky. He was 
mustered out in Auvust, 1865. 
W. W. Hall enlisted in February, 
1865, and served one year, being mus- 
tered out in February, 1866. He and 
his father almost brushed elbows 
several tlines during their time in 
the service, as they discovered later. 
when they did not know they were 
within 500 miles of each other. Mr. 
Hall’s father lies buried at Brazil, 
Indiana. Two years ayo Mr. Halh 
fmade it a point to be at Brazil on 
Decoration Day and his heart was 
thrilled by seeing his father’s grave 
icompletely hidden by flowers, strewn 
by the little flower, girls of the day.

To date from 1654, the bell of one has tolled the death of every United 
States President. Flatbush, New York has several 18th. century 
buildings, including the Reformed Protestant Dutch Church, Brooklyn 
College and Ebbets Field. These sites was a Dutch Village in the 17th. 
century. The Flatbush Chamber off Commerce arranged a weok of 
celebration in commemorntion of the founding. 

Actually Flatbush is more than %00 years old. 

Eighteen years before testy Gov. Peter Stuyvesant, issued formal patent 
for the founding on May 27, 1€52, Dutch settlers were hacking away at 
virgin hickory and white oak, in the thick rich = solled wildernesn. 

The settlers had bought the forest from the Carnardie tribe of Algonquin 
Indians in 16236. They had to buy it a second time,in 1670,when crafty 
Sachem Eskem oppas of the Rockaway Tribe claimed Flatbush as his property. 
This racketeering chieftain accepted ton fathoms black wampum, ten 

fathoms of white.a fistful of sun powder, three cans of firey Dutch Brandy 
and half barrel of Dutch Beer. The Village,- Originally MIDOUT (Mid - Wood) 
and Vlacte - bos (Wooded Plain) Prospered Mightily. In less than a half 
century it had 62 men,72 women and 2€% children within its bosky limits, 
double that population, counting slaves and apprentices. 


Two centuries later its population was over 7,000.
